Raps NATO Stand 
On Berlin Issue 


Pravda Says Organization Has No 
Right to Discuss the Situation 


Moscow 
Pravda com- 


plained bitterly today that the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organ- 
ization has no business con- 
cerning itself with Berlin. 


The NATO council of for- 


eign ministers issued^a conn 


saying that all the NATO na- 
tions are behind the United 
States, Britain and France in 
defiance' of the Soviet Union 
over Berlin. 


The western big three have 


rejected Soviet demands that 
they withdraw their troops 
from occupation of West Ber- 
lin by next June 1. In making 
the demand on Nov. 27 Pre- 
mier Khrushchev also said 
the Russians will give the 
East German communist re- 
gime control over the 110-mile 
allied supply lines that con7 
nect West Berlin with West 
Germany if the Allies remain. 


An Ultimatum 


Pravda claimed the minis- 


ter's council was not the prop- 
er place' to discuss Berlin. 
The communist party newspa- 
per said no one expected ' 
memorandum of peace 
to 


emerge from the depth of this 
aggressive organization, but 
the very'fact that the Berlin 
problem was included in the 
agenda is testimony to the 
NATO attempt to increase 
tension* in Europe." 


The article said Secretary 


of State Dulles attempted to 
answer the Soviet proposals 
with an ultimatum and made 


the statement that NATO's 
military experts "are sure the 
Soviet Union will not risk war 
over "the'lBerlin question." 


This, said Pravda, indicates 


that Dulles only now under- 
stands "that the Soviet Union

depend somewhat upon the advice he re- 
ceives from the bipartisan commission 
which advises the secretary of agriculture. 
Secretary Benson has worked closely with 
this commission in the past and it is to an 
important degree the work of this com- 
mission which is called the Benson program 
by both the supporters and the opponents 
of the secretary of agriculture. This com- 
mission is headed by Dean William I. Mey- 
ers of Cornell university's College of Agri- 
culture. He acts as chairman. Other mem- 
bers are farmers, nine of which are Re- 
publicans and nine Democrats. They have 
been selected from various agricultural 
centers across the nation and have an im- 
portant part in forming the agricultural 
secretary's recommendations to the presi- 
dent. 


There is much speculation at present 


over whether the secretary may urge lower 
price supports for milk and dairy products, 
but there has been no indication as yet as 
to what the official position may be. How- 
ever, the leaders of the dairy industry in 
Wisconsin are going about the task of 
setting up their own programs to reduce 
dairy surpluses. 


Dean K. K Froker of the University of 


Wisconsin College of Agriculture is now 
busily organizing the university's dairy 
specialists and the agricultural extension 
agents in preparation for a campaign which 
it is hoped will increase the profits of the 
Wisconsin dairymen by weeding out the 
dairy cows which now cost more in feed 
and care than their output is worth. 


To do this Dean Froker proposes to 


greatly expand the dairy production testing 


program. If the farmers knew exactly how 
much each dairy cow is producing, it would 
be a very simple matter to boost the aver- 
age production to 10,000 pounds of milk 
and probably 375 pounds of fat per cow. 
This would be a much more profitable av- 
erage for the dairy farmer than the 7,640 
pounds of milk and probably 279 pounds of 
'butterfat which is the average today. 


While this program sounds like one that 


might bring about a tremendous increase 
in the production of milk, such is not its 
goal. In fact it is believed that between 
500,000 and 600,000 below-average milk 
cows could be eliminated with direct profit 
to the farmer. Such low production cattle 
are not only unprofitable to the farmer who 
wastes his time, good feed and labor on 
them, but they also contribute to the sur- 
plus milk which tends to lower his income. 
However, before such cattle can be located, 
a tremendous expansion in'the Wisconsin 
testing program must take place. It is said 
that now only about 11 per cent of the Wis- 
consin dairy cattle are actually under test. 
That being the case, of course, the figure of 
500,000 average dairy cows among the 
nearly 2,500,000 now on Wisconsin farms is 
mere guesswork. The number might be 
more or less. However, there are few things 
more important for the Wisconsin dairy 
farmer to do than to find out just which are 
these boarder cows. In urging this program 
upon the dairy fanners of Wisconsin, Dean 
Froker said: 


The value of Individual production 


records for improving efficiency and 
maintaining a more secure dairy in- 
come can hardly be overemphasized. 
Cows on test in the state average 100 
pounds more butterfat a year and this 
means 75 to 85 dollars more in income 
from each cow. Such records are es- 
sential to progressive dairy farmers. 


That pretty well tells the story and 


while it will not have the same appeal to 
home dairy farmers that a promise of fed- 
eral cash would, it is something they can 
do themselves for their own benefit and no 
politician or bureaucrat can do them out of 
it. 


Russian Soldiers for Slave Labor 


Red Star, the Russian army newspaper, 


has commented indignantly on the betrayal 
of communistic ideals by an officer who em- 
ployed the men under his command to 
work for vaiious organizations. The officer 
is accused of having his soldiers build 
bridges, rcpan loads and cut Umber, ancl 
pocketing the proceeds — about 200,000 
rubles. 


The publication says the officer gave 


"regal treatment" to communist officials 
who visited his area and thus kept them 
from seeing his activities and exposing 
them. 


As punishment for "loss of communist 


'party principles" the officer has been dis- 
missed from his command and from the 
party. 


Red Star omitted the most important 


details. What organizations in the Soviet 
Union have need for the slave labor which 
has been a monopoly of the Kremlin? Who 
has the money to pay for it — who beside 
the party hierarchy? The recipient of the 
bribes was named; why not the givers? 
Whom did the officer bribe in turn to as- 
sure secrecy? 


Not Jong ago visiting foreign digni- 


taries were given regal treatment by Rus- 
sian officials intent on hiding the existence 
of slave camps. The disgraced officer ap- 
parently used the same tactics with his 
civilian and military superiors, but he used 
Russian soldiers — not German and Japa- 
nese prisoners of war — for slave labor. 


Vices and Virtues in f fie News 


Almost since the first one was pub- 


lished, newspapers have been criticized 
from time to time by various high-minded 
individuals and groups for publishing 
stories of crime and violence. 


Almost from that same time, editors 


have wrestled with the problem. On the 
one hand, they have seen in every subscrip- 
tion a contract pledging them to keep the 
reader informed, on the other, they have 
been confronted with ethical questions of 
good taste and decency. Unless human na- 
ture changes a lot the problem won't be 
solved to every reader's satisfaction as long 


as newspapers are published and radio and 
television exist. 


Some clergymen in New York found 


fault the other day with prominence given 
by newspapers to crime stories. 


Rabbi Joseph H. Lookstein. who spoke 


at a conference of newspapermen, cited 
stories in the Bible which deal with crime 
and violence, and said that newspapers 
must report news, good and bad.

HOW IT GOES 


One 'of the reasons why 


there is relatively little pub- 


lic discussion of the details 
of the school aid program is 
that comparatively few per- 
sons — in the legislature and 
elsewhere — really compre- 
hend the elaborately com- 
plex formula that is in- 
volved. 


There are two kinds of 


aids. Flat aids, moderate in 
size, are paid out without 
discrimination. But the heart 
of the matter is the equaliza- 
tion aid, distributed to the 
poor and derived from the 
rich, so to speak. The larger 
cities of the state are only 
distantly involved in the ar- 
gument. The aids are vital 
to the rural communities, 
with slim local tax resources 
but with representative and 
costly school enrollments. 
For them there is no more 
important decision that will 


come in the state capitol this 
winter. 


Two northeastern Wiscon- 


sin localities within reasona- 
ble range of each other will 
illustrate. Kimberly in Outa- 
gamie county last year had 
an equalized school mill rate 
of taxation of 8.5, and got 
state support of 1 mill in tax 
equivalent. 


But Oconto Falls, in Ocon- 


to county, had an equalized 
school mill rate of 16.3, and 
got state support of 11.1 
mills in tax equiva lent. 
These are moderate exam- 
ples. There are cases more 
extreme in both directions. 
Kimberly isn't much con- 
cerned about the issue. But 
in Oconto Falls, or Phillips, 
or Black River Falls, or 
Frederic and hundreds of 
other towns, it is virtually a 
matter of life or death in the 
local school system.

"And Jiis sister stood afar oft, to w* vhat wcmil 
be Anus to Mm." 


The girl referred to in this passage is Miriam, the 


sister of Moses, who watched over the infant when bk 
ark of bullrushes was placed in the Nile. 


Her name is not given us until later. But we know 


she grew up with Moses, after showing her intelligence 
and presence of mind in asking Pharaoh's daughter if 
she would not Hke a nurse for the baby. 


UK "nuue" she brought was, of course, their own 


author. 


Until Pharaoh's daughter had adopted Moses as her 


•own-son, Miriam lived with her parents, -Amram and 
Jochebed, in a crude, roofless house, stuccoed with 
river mud. 


Being Israelite!, a people in bondage to the Egyptian 


king, they had to work very hard for a bare livelihood. 
Miriam helped as best she could by grinding grain and 
kneading the dough for bread. Using a bundle of soft 
river grass tied together as a broom, she kept their 
humble home swept clean. 


After Moses was born, it was her job to watch over 


the baby constantly, to see that he did not cry. For his 
parents -were disobeying the law of Pharaoh in not 
drowning die child when it was bom. If their secret 
were discovered by the Egyptians, they would all be 
severely punished. 


Little Miriam performed this task with devotion and 


skill. But some days, as she set waving die flies from 
the sleeping infant with a palm leaf, she wondered how 
long they could go on without being found out- 


When her mother told her of her plan to save the 


baby Moses, Miriam's assistance showed dearly that she 
was being used by God. 


Laser in life, she became a prophetess, and was a 


latder of the Israelite women during their wanderings 
in the wilderness. 


But for a time, she forgot the warm love and simple 


faith of her childhood, and rebelled against the leader- 
ship of her brother Moses. 


So she joined with those who spoke against him, 


T-iath the Lord indeed spoken only to Moses? bath 


be not spoken also to us." 


But Moses, remembering her early love and her good 


heart, forgave her. And he healed her of leprosy by his 
earnest prayers.

used as decorations, the Na- 
tional 
Geographic 
society 


says. 


Winter cold withered the 


foliage of the mighty oak and 
most other trees of the forest, 
but the holly retained its 
prickly 
green 
leaves 
and 


aright red berries. This seem- 
ed miraculous to ancient men, 
and 
they 
developed many 


curious beliefs and practices 
about the plant. 


Pagan Germans used holly 


in celebrations marking the 
return of the sun from 
its 


southward pilgrimage. Druids 
placed holly in their dwellings 


as a shelter for sylvan spirits 
threatened by frost and win 
ter winds. Ancient Romans 
sent gifts of holly to friends 
during the great December 
festival of Saturn. Supersti- 
tious Romans also planted hol- 
ly to protect their property 
from lightning. 


Holly Water 


Greeks distributed holly as 


a sign that the recipient would 
have the foresight to over- 
come his troubles. Parsis of 
India supposedly threw tea 
steeped from holly bark onto 
the faces of newborn children 
to protect them from the evil 
one. 


Some Britons still consider 
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It unlucky to introduct holly 
into • houM before Christmas 
•ve. Othtri belltve that if the 
leaves of holly brought Into a 
home at Christmas are smooth 
rather than rough, the wife 
will rule the household the fol- 
lowing year. 


Medieval herbalists — the 


precursors of present day 
physicians — used holly as a 
remedy, for everything from 
colic and 
gout to 
broken 


bones. Pennsylvania Indians 
wove holly twigs into their 
shields in the belief that they 
would make them invincible 
in battle. 


Holly's very attractiveness 


to man almost led to its un- 
doing. Plant poachers strip- 
ped forests of holly, and it has 
been wiped out in many areas 
of the United States. How- 
ever, holly culture has proved 
increasingly popular among 
farmers and gardeners. 
In 


1947 the glossy shrub received 
a rare recognition- the Holly 


Societ/of America WM form- 
ed.

Washington has a special pro- 
gram to develop superior hoi* 
ly varieties through crossing 
plants from many lands. Spec- 
imens of unusual beauty and 
hardiness will go to the agri-

Home own- 
ers are learning that some 
types of evergreen holly can 
tolerate subzero temperatures 
and provide beautiful green- 
ery all year round. 


Growing holly is not without

The male 
tree bears no berries and the 
female has none unless pol- 
linated. A tree takes about 18 
years to reach full maturity. 
Farmers may set out holly 
cuttings after a child is born 
and anticipate a profitable 
crop to meet college bills.
